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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Duree et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,147,994). 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, Duree teaches a method of operating a call processing system 
to handle a call placed to a called number from a caller having a caller number wherein an IAM 
is forwarded to a call center, the IAM causes the call center to create an originating call process 
in which prior to ANI validation in a look-up table, call information is checked to determine if 
ANI validation is required (e.g., origination is authorized without ANI validation if calls are 
"800" calls) (column 24, line 61 through column 25, line 41).
